Says Scientific Men Do Not Get 


lost Compensation for 


Services 


Secretary of 
Agriculture E. T. 


Meredith told Wisconsin farmers 
here today to study marketing con- 
ditions for farm products, that the i 
greatest need of the farmer today is | 
"cost statistics." 


"The whole problem of the actual 


and necessary cost of distribution of 
each commodity," said the secretary, 
"should be carefully studied under 
different systems and different con- 
ditions until a reasonable and just 
cost, under an efficient method, has 
been obtained. 
"With the cost of production and j 


the cost of distribution known and 
with statistics of production, of 
storage and of the 
movement of 


commodities 
readily 
available, it 


should be possible for the intelli- 
gent producer, middleman or con- 
sumer to determine for himself what 
any commodity should be worth at 
a given stage of its distribution and 
what is fair compensation for any 
step in the process under various 
conditions. 


"Mr. 
Meredith 
frankly 
chided 


fartfters for their lack of foresight 
^nd want of appreciation for. the la- 
bors of -agricultural -research work-" 
ers. 


"Too many farmers think that lit- 


tle remains to be done," said the sec- 
retary. 
"Many people believe the 


task of today is simply applying the 
knowledge already in hand. As a 
matter of fact, we are confronted 
with the most serious problems. The 
breeding of domestic .animals is still 
a matter of chance. The control of 
animal parasites is another matter." 


The speaker then made; a strong 


plea that farmers rally to the sup- 
port of "your faithful servants"— 
the scientific 
research worker in 


Washington, who, he said, is being 
slighted in pay and is being grad- 
ually against his will, forced to leave 
the service for more remunerative 
positions elsewhere. 


"The word I want to leave with 


you today is that the scientist can- 
not make his work effective unless 
he has the earnest and sympathetic 
support of the farmers. 


"I shall return to Des Moines in a 


short time with renewed apprecia- 
tion of the service these scientists 
are rendering for you. I hope that 
the time is not far distant when the 
earnest efforts will be more fully 
appreciated."

ECRETARY 
MEREDITH 


told the following story in 


his speech this afternoon: 


"I have heard a story of a 


young man who came into the 
sandy lands of one of the Lake 
States'to address a meeting of 
farmers. 'I had expected,' he 
said, to talk on drainage, but I 
find that getting the water out 
of the soil is not one of your 
problems. It is just as import- 
ant, however, to get air into the 
soil, and I am going to tell you 
how to do that.' A farmer in 
the back of the hall called, 
'Wrong again — our problem 
isn't how to get the air into the 
soil; it's how to keep the soil 
out of the air.'" 


High Lights in Meredith Speech 
Although 
the 
farmers produced 


last year, the largest harvest in the 
history 
of 
American 
agriculture, 


with a single exception, the year's 
output was worth, at prices prevail- 
ing on December 1, 1920, .five billion 
dollars less than the smaller crop of 
1919 
and three billion dollars less 


than the still smaller crop of 1918. 
No other industry or .business could 
suffer a similar experience and avoid 
insolvency.

Research should not be an obscure 


word. It means "search and search 
again," over and over, deeper and 
deeper, until the bottom fact is un- 
covered and brought out into, the 
clear list of science and of practice. 
That is what the research workers of 
the department'^nd the State-col- 
leges and. experiment stations arc 
doing for " agriculture—what 
they 


have been doing for nearly sixty 
years.

The farmer who uses the knowl- 


edge unearthed by the research 
workers may never have read a bul- 
letin. Some neighbor, perhaps, read 
them and used them, or secured ad- 
vice and suggestions from the coun- 
ty agent, and this man, who may not 
see anything good in the ' 
scientists, may have profited 
experiences of his neighbor.

Under bill the school board shal; 


be independent of the city council 
and will have taxing: power tip to 2 
percent of the assessed value of the 
property. Each school district shall 
be an independent corporation. 


Boards of education shall be com- 


posed of nine members in cities of 
the second class; seven members in 
cities of the third class and five 
members in cities of the fourth. The 
regular term is five years arranged 
so that one cor more shall expire each 
year. All members of the boards 
shall servo without compensation. 
Tt shall be the duty of th« bonrd to 
hold monthly meetings; to prescribe 
rules for the regulation of the school 
officials; to determine all matters of 
school policy; to present the need o: 
the schools to the public; to estab- 
lish and organize high schools ant' 
other schools for the district and 
to employ teacliers. 
"This measure will prevent the

councils and school boards,"

Senator Peterson. "I have spent 
much time on this subject and I be- 
lieve that the plan outlined in this 
measure will be the best for the 
schools of the state."

A revision of the .income tax re- 


turns, which have been undisturbed 
since the enactment-of .the law in 
1911 will be provided in a bill which 
will be introduced in the' house on 
Thursday by Assemblyman John L, 
Dahl, Barren. County. The bill is 
one of the administration measures 
and its general features were rec- 
ommended by Gov. Blaine, in his 
message to' the 
legislature. 
The 


measure incorporates 
mac> other 


lax reforms which were advocated 
in the governor's message. 


The features of the bill are: 


1—Increase of regular 
tax 


returns. 


2—Repeal of personal prop- 


erty offset 
under 
income tax 


law. 


Repeal of the secrecy clause 


• of the crcsent income 'tax law. 


The Dahl bill will be a companion 


to the Severspn surtax which has 
already been introduced in the up- 
per house. 
The Severson bill 
af- 


fects incomes in excess of $5,000. 
The Dahl bill is designed1 to revise 
,he rates 
of incomes for 
lesser 


v.:ounts. 


One of the. features of-the Dahl 


Bill, aside from the rates, is the ex- 
emptions. He has provided in 
the 


present law a given exemption of 
$800 for single persons, $1200 for 
:narr:ed couple and $200 for 
each 


child. The Dalil bill provides for 
?1000 for a single person, $200 for 
married and $200 for each child. 


The schedule of rates above ex- 


emptions provided in the Dahl bill 
ire as follows: 


One per cent for the first $1000 


taxable ' income; one and 
one-half 


per cent on the second $1000~br any 
part thereof of taxable income; two 
per cent on the third $1000 or any 
part thereof 
of taxable 
income; 


three per cent on the fourth $1000 
or any part thereof of "taxable in- 
come; five per cent on.the sixth 
$1000 or any part thereof of .taxable 
income; six per cent on the seventh 
$1000 taxable income and eight per 
cent on all taxable income-in excess 
of $7000. This bill has been worked 
out in conferences between Assem- 
blyman Dahl, members of., the state 
tax commission and Governor- John 
J. Blaine. It is entirely an inde- 
pendent measure of the,. Severson 
bill . although 
a corrolaryN to 
it. 


These returns apply to the incomes 
of 
corporations 
and individuals 


alike. The bill also repeals deduc- 
tions granted in the. original law of 
1911 received from the state tanks, 
national banks, mutual saving banks 
and trust .companies, subject to'tax- 
ation in this state.' 
This means 


that the earnings of-those compan- 
ies will be taxable the same as in- 
comes of corporations and individ 
uals. 
Heretofore 
deductions wer 


allowed where corporations had al 
ready paid income tax upon earn 
ings of the company. 
Under thi 


Dahl bill dividends in excess o: 
55000, even though the corporation 
has been taxed will be taxed the 
same as .any other earning.

50,000 Civilian Employes of 


War Department Must 


Seek Work

WASHINGTON — Some 50,000 


salaried advocates of militarism in 
ihe United States 
will lose their 


pbs on July 1.. They are th« 50,000 
civilian employes of the War de- 
partment for whose pay after June 
30 the House of Representatives has 
refused to appropriate money. 


Most, bnt not all, at these men 


and women are residents of Wash- 
ngton who had been led: to believe 
hat the'war-time craze for "pre- 
laredncss" would guarantee their 
obs for years to come. They had 
he backing of Secretary Baker, the 
General Staff, the American Legion 
and. the amalgamated association of 
monition manufacturer*. 


Bnt they have lost out and moat 


ook iot new jcAs, Secretary Baker 
asked for $690,000,000 to TTO hi» 
Department .next year. The House 
committee on -military appropria- 
ions has cat fee allowance to $328,- 
XX>,000. This -reduces the itanding 
irmy to 150,000 and 14,000 officers 
and the civilian clerka from nearly 
00,000 to. lesa than 50,000.

Marriage Laws of Soviet 


Dispell Immorality Story 


Pamphlet With Complete Laws Has No Word Concern- 


ing Nationalization of Women in 


Russia

NEW YORK—A slender pamph- 


let has just been turned off the press 
hero, which " contains . between its 
two grey covers enough reason and 
clarity tc dispell all th-e nauseous 
fop that malicious or ugly minds 
have raised around the subject of 
the status of women in Soviet Rus- 
sia. Its title is the Marriage Laws 
of Soviet Russia, and it is the first 
complete English text of the code 
of laws drawn up in Russia d«iling 
with marriage, the family, and do- 
mestic relations. 


Not a word that might be interp- 


reted by the moat clever exegist aa 
sanctioning the "nationalization of 
women" is to be found in this code, 
which was adopted by the All-Rus- 
sian Central Executive committee 
on Sept. 10, 191S. What does dis- 
tinguish the laws above all 'else is 
their recognition of the rightful so- 
cial function and 
economic status 


of women. They disclose no trace 
of the old, political, economic and 
Ip.cral discrimination 
between 
the 


sexes. 


How the rights of various groups 


of the population are provided for 
in this code may be learned from 
the following typical clauses: 


Kights "f Married Women 


"Marriage does not establish" com- 


munity of property between the 
married persons." And to strength- 
en this province, and 
weaken the 


pressure of old customs which tend- 
ed to diminish the wife's economic 
rights, a supplementary clause adds 
that any agreement 
between hus- 


band and w'ife tending to impair his 
or her 
property 
rights shall be 


dec-mod void. 


A death blow is dealt to the old 


concept of 
the slave-wife 
by the 


clause "The change of residence by 
one of the parties to a 
marriage 


shall not impose an obligation 
on 


the other party to follow the for- 
mer." 


Rights of Children 


Parents are obliged to keep their 


children with them and are respon- 
sible for their care and education 
and their "instruction in useful ac- 
tivity."

Parents may not contract for the 


employment of 
their children be- 


tween Gi« ages of 16 and 18 with- 
out 
the children's, consent 
Em- 


ployment of children under 16 is 
forbidden by the labor laws. 


After the age of 14 children may

Rights of Parents 


The obligation of parents for the 


care, maintenance and education of 
their minor chiWren is accompanied 
by an equal obligation upon mature 
children for

vided that the parents are not re- 
ceiving support from 
the govern-

The Lumber Barons 


Expose is Expected at Washington of Manner in Which 


Country Has Been Held Up 


W 


ITH the opening, on Tuesday, of the hearing of the firs 
testimony on the lumber situation before the Calder com 


mittee of the Senate at Washington, begins the long-awaited 
expose of the Big Business lobby in the national capital. 


The Calder committee was authorized by the Senate, ten 


months ago, to investigate the high cost of building operation; 
and the shortage of housing. Calder is himself a building con 
tractor. He managed to turn the inquiry away from building 
costs and into the cost of coal—and on that fruitful subject i 
has remained until now. 
The recent report of the Federal Trade 


Commission, however, showing that the National Lumber Maim 
facturers' Association and its subsidiary associations have been 
robbing the public in an atrocious manner during the past three 
,or four years, has driven the committee to take up at least th 
question of lumber. Sen. Kenyon of Iowa has received a lot oi 
confidential information as to the extent and methods of the 
lumber lobby in this city, and he plans to make these hearings 
turn upon the lobby and its ramifications among the various 
branches of the Government. 


Kenyon has intimated that $250,000 a year is the minimum 


cost of the lumber lobby. He will bring before the committee 
a mass of correspondence seized from the files of the combine 
by agents of the Federal Trade Commission. 
This data wil 


show the connection between the fabulous prices paid by the 
Government, early in the war, for lumber for the army canton 
ments, and the presence of the spokesmen of the combine in 
Government offices in Washington. It will also show how the 
lumber barons, like the big Chicago meat packers, kept in close 
touch with events in the capital through a system of secret 
spies and camouflaged newspaper men; how the timber barons 
dodged taxation and raised their prices while stubbornly re- 
ducing production at a time when the country was being ex- 
horted by these very gentlemen to "increase production" of 
goods needed for war purposes. 


It is likely that the committee, if it means business, will

here; E. T. Allen, forest products adviser of the same organlza 
lion, and Dr. Wilson Compton, their economist. Then It will 
call such men as Edward Hines, once famous as "jackpot" man- 
ager for Boss Lorimer in the sensational election scandal; and 
Republican National Committeeman Blodgett of Michigan, and 
J. H. Kirby of Texas, former president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers and now head of the Southern pine 
men. 
These experts on the increasing of the cost of lumber to 


the public can reveal startling facts as to the events behind the 
official scenes in their industry. 


But the lumber lobby has also been trying to impose vi- 


cious legislation on the country. It is promoting the Snell for- 
estry bill, which has been described by Gifford Plnchot before 
the House Committee on Agriculture as a measure to create a 
permanent and closely controlled monopoly of timber in this 
country for generations to come. It is promoting this bill by 
an elaborate campaign of sentimental faking, including a "H 
tional Foref.try Program Committee" upon which are to be 
found chiefly the men who have been taken from the Forest 
Service by the lumber and pulp corporations at salaries so high 
that they dared not refuse.

ROPAGANDA of the open shop 
which started some months ago 
became recognized by all think 


ing people as propaganda for the 
closed shop—closed against union 
men. 


The insincerity of the employes 


was readily seen on account of th 
fact that so many of them did no 
allow the open shop to exist in their 
plants. An open shop is one where 
no discrimination is made between 
union and non-union men.

Now and then we find an .honest 


employer bold enough 
and honest 


enough to speak out in the Cham- 
ber'of Commerce in an attemjpt to 
call a halt upon tihis propaganda, 
but the great masses of people hear 
nothing about it. One of these em» 
ployers, Mir. Oliver T. Kemmers, in 
an eloquent speech before tihe St.

more they arc 


pleased, even though nothing has 
been, accomplished matters not, for 
it! perpetuates their jobs. 
Why, 


this resolution which has been read 
was not 
even 
prepared by any 


niemlber of this organization, bat is, 
in newspaper ^parlance, boiler plate 
or canned matter. 
It was merely 


handed to us with the equivalent 
'adopt it.' When this_ resolution is 
adopted the fellows in the propa- 
ganda, office will pat themselves on 
the -back, ' reassemble the mutual 
admiration society, and get out a 
sheet announcing the 
great work 


they are doing for the cause, sub- 
limely indifferent as to the lack of 
good it might do, or., the strife 
it 


might cause. 


"Some of these propagandists are 


also contentious, at the other fel- 
lows' expense, for. they have no 
plants, no investments, no public 
good to seek or maintain, with'only 
their salaries at stake. They can 
easily 
foment 
strikes; -the 
are 


worse than the walking delegates 
they seek' to 
displace; 
they are 


walking delegates or 
hirelings to 


suppress labor with honey wordls. 
The other is a paid representative 
of his fellomnen to obtain for the 
fellow workers decent working con- 
ditions and better wages, to help 
his family live and at least have a 
few co'miforts, and educate 'his chil- 
dren. .If he cannot obtain this by 
peaceaMe means 
through persua- 


sion or logic or ordinary justice, he 
must resort to Ms.' only weapon— 
tihe strike. 


"The resolution1 states that equal 


iustioe shall -be allowed every work- 
ngman and that he shall not be 
discriminated against by reason of 
any views that he holds. A local 
example of 
how true this highly 


varnished .language contained in the 
resolution Might be is Ifte demon- 
stration' of the American Plan in 
lartain shops when it is a notorious 
'act that under this plan in' these 
places employees are required.to 
surrender working card* and due 
took* before entering 
the- employ 


of 
these shops. Why doesnt the 


resolution 
plainly say what 
it 


means, to stand 
for the -Utopian, 


when its ,real purpose is to suppress 
organized labor? Why does it not 
get on all fours and say so, calling 
a spade a s-pade ? I have no pati- 
ence -with deceit, or circuitous meth- 


od'S. Neither do I believe that the 
Oh-amber of 
Commerce and 
the 


members here 
assembled 
are so 


narrow and small minded as to sub- 
scribe to a resolution false on its 
face, which merely intends to con- 
vey the thought that the end justi- 
fies the means. 


"We should be big enough to re- 


gard the human equation as the 
largest concern 
of 
business, anc 


think that the only way to acquire 
the truly personal relation of man 
to man basis is to arrange the basic 
horns and pay through a bargain 
with a responsible union body, for 
ffiwm there is no question of good 
service on the part of the employer 
or of contentment on tihe part of the 
employee. 


"The trade union movement is a 


progressive movement to 
secure 


some of the advantages which have 
come by reason of the great pro- 
d-action'of wealth; to secure a nor- 
n-al workday, to secure a 
wage 


which shall, bring comfort into the 
home, that shall afford -an opportu- 
nity to the workers to give advant- 
ages to th'eir children and their de- 
pendents; that these children, may 
have an opportunity of 
going to 


sdiools, the colleges and universi- 
ties; that they may be taken out 
of'the factories, the work shops, the 
miDs and the mines and given a 
chance.to run, to play in God's sun- 
sihine, that they may grow up into 
manhood and womanhood of the fu- 
ture upon wWch our republic and 
our institutions depend. 


"The American Plan propagand- 


ists .complain about labor being or- 
ganized. 
But are the enemies of 


organized labor unorganized ? 
Is 


the American Plan 
movement an 


unorganized movement? 
What are 


ill the Manufacturers' associations 
jut organized movements in their 
respective trades ? These organized 
associations sometimes say to Jaibor: 
Why don't you stand on your own 
bottom as an individual American 
citizen? 
But- you cannot expect 


an individual workman to secure a 
remedy for a wrong or obtain a 
right in a great industrial plant. 
His .individuality is tost the moment 
he enters the plan. The only way 
that workers can regain the equal- 
ity of standing 
in 
influence and' 


power is by uniting in fact and in 
spirit and in the federation of all. 


"The adoption of thw resolution 


will be accepted as a challenge, and 
the harmony between 
capital and 


labor, for which St. Louis is nation- 
ally known, will be shattered, ami

organized open shops—which means 
open warfare—will spell disaster to 
the business. interests. 


"St. Louis has enjoyed more in 


dustrial peace since the war than 
any other large city in the world 
and this condition has been one o: 
of the incentives for 
many large 


industries to locate here; and the 
Chamber of 
Commerce has 
not 


overlooked the opportunity of em- 
phasizing in discussing the advant- 
ages of industry moving here. Yet 
in spite- of this remarkable record 
the paid propa.garuj.ists of the so- 
called American Plan are attempt- 
ing to ram this resolution throus-h 


"The adoption, of this resolution 


would be utter folly, and will imme- 
diately cause resentment that 'wil 
strike us at unexpected times ant 
places. To endorse this plan at this 
time vrtll be 
considered by many 


gwxl citizens as the acme of selfish- 
ness and ingratitude. The chamber 
would not function in 
the future 


with the co-operative strength thai 
it has in the past.

hfs reasoning is clear. And as a 
fairrmnded man and a true Ameri- 
can citizen, he protests against his 
fellow employers 
denying to the 


American working man the same 
rights of organization .winch the 
employers enjoy.

ganda has been stealthily spread in
